The year was 1988 and a young Elder J. Drew Sheard 
was appointed pastor of the Greater Emmanuel Church of God 
In Christ in Highland Park, Michigan by Bishop H.J. Williams. 
Greater Emmanuel was a small congregation of 50 people at the 
time, but Elder Sheard and his lovely wife, Evangelist Karen Clark 

i Sheard, went to work on building the Kingdom of God through 
this body of believers. And did they go to work. They developed 
many outreach ministries and community services through the 
small congregation. Most Sundays saw Evangelist Karen playing 
the organ and Elder Sheard doing everything else as they followed 
the vision of God to develop a ministry to the total man. 


Tale WROUE TAU lO 


ishop Williams’ son, Bishop 
Reginald Williams, recommended 
Elder Sheard to his father as his 
replacement as he moved to Texas 
to pastor a church in his father-in- 
law’s jurisdiction, the late Bishop 
J. Neaul Haynes. Elder Sheard was a very active 
member of the Michigan Southwest Jurisdiction 

and would be moving to a new jurisdiction. After 
making a promise to Bishop Williams that he would 
not move the church out 
of the jurisdiction, this 
powerful, successful 
journey began. 


From Highland Park, 
Greater Emmanuel 
moved to a much larger 
facility on the Southfield 
Freeway because of 

the tremendous growth 
experienced in such a 
short amount of time. 
Although the new 
facility was much larger, 
the growth continued 
without end. Soon, 
Greater Emmanuel 
needed more space 
again. This new space 
was found on the corner 
of 7 Mile Road and 
Schaefer Highway in the 
Greenwich Park area of 
Detroit. At nearly 48,000 square feet on more than an 
acre, this new facility provides the space needed to 
have a multi-faceted ministry, as well as community 
services. The sanctuary seats more than 2,000 with 
classroom spaces, a fellowship hall and a chapel that 
seats more than 700. 


The current facility has proven to be just what Greater 
Emmanuel needed in order to fulfill the vision that 
had been revealed to Bishop Sheard when he began 

in the small Highland Park edifice. Just prior to the 
pandemic, Greater Emmanuel completed a renovation 
of the sanctuary and other areas of the church that has 
made it easy to do ministry post-COVID. 
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To witness our new Presiding Bishop and Chief 
Apostle now is impressive; however, when you 
realize that he began pastoring just 33 years ago, 
it cements the fact he has been anointed for such a 
time as this. Bishop Sheard would be the first to tell 
you that there were many sacrifices along the way. 
He freely shares this information so that others may 
know that “with God all things are possible.” He 
recounts having to wear the same suit many Sundays 
with only a change of shirt and tie. “It was very 
important to me that my wife and children always ; 
| 


looked good. I could do with one suit for the time 
being.” The high level 
of personal sacrifice to 
make ministry work on | 
a young couple can be 
daunting at times. Even 
though this may be the 

case, Presiding Bishop | 
Sheard would encourage 
the young couple to | 
“hang in there!” The 
commitment to the Lord 

and His promises will 
always pay off. Presiding 
Bishop Sheard seems to 
have a connection to all of 
the constituency groups of 
our great Church. 


To understand our 
Presiding Bishop, you 
have to appreciate 

his commitment and 
dedication. As we 

know, Bishop Sheard’s 
father is the Chairman of the Board of Bishops and 
Jurisdictional Prelate of the mother jurisdiction of 
the late Bishop John Seth Bailey. Bishop John Henry 
Sheard became the bishop in 1992, some four years 
after the Presiding Bishop began pastoring in Michigan 
North Central. It is no secret that the Presiding 
Bishop loves his father and is very committed to him; 
however, he did not move his church from Michigan 
North Central to join his father because of the 
commitment he made to Bishop Williams. 


In 2010, Bishop Williams indicated that the Lord had 
instructed him to move aside and let the young man 
(Presiding Bishop Sheard) lead. Bishop Williams 
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etired and recommended Superintendent J. Drew 
Sheard to the General Board as the second leader 

of the Michigan North Central Jurisdiction (Bishop 
Williams founded MNC in 1975). The General Board 
agreed, and the appointment and consecration of 
Bishop Sheard in August 2010 followed. 


ishop Sheard’s commitment 

to Bishop H.J. Williams did 

not cease once he became the 

jurisdictional prelate of Michigan 

North Central. At every meeting 

and event of the jurisdiction after 
his appointment, the seat of honor (usually reserved 
for the jurisdictional prelate) was reserved for Bishop 
Williams. Yes, from 2010 until 2018, when Bishop 
H.J. Williams went from labor to reward, Bishop 
Sheard never sat in the main seat during any service 
where Bishop Williams was present - even at his 
own church, Greater Emmanuel Institutional. So it 
was no surprise to those who have followed Bishop 
Sheard that he would allow Presiding Bishop Emeritus 
Charles Edward Blake, Sr. to sit in the seat of honor 
at the homegoing service of Bishop George Dallas 
McKinney in March 2021. Bishop Sheard will be the 
first to say that it is always a blessing to honor those 
who have labored before you. 


While we are familiar with Bishop Sheard’s father 
and his mother, the late Mother Willie Mae Sheard, 
his connections to the origins of our church do not 
start with his parents’ generation. Bishop Sheard’s 
grandfather, Superintendent O.B. Sheard, was 
personally selected by our Founder and Chief 
Apostle to succeed him as the pastor of the “Mother 
Church of COGIC” — St. Paul Church of God In 
Christ in Lexington, Mississippi (established in 
1897). In 1949, Bishop Mason chose Superintendent 
Sheard to succeed him, although he was young. 
When questions of his age were raised, Bishop 
Mason assured the saints that the young man would 
do an excellent job. Nearly ten years later, Presiding 
Bishop Sheard was born in Detroit, Michigan 

and can remember trips to Mississippi to visit his 
grandparents. When asked what he thought his 
grandfather would say about his grandson becoming 
the Presiding Bishop and Chief Apostle of our 
Church, he responded, “I remember how excited 


my grandfather was when my father became a 
jurisdictional bishop in our church. I can only imagine 
what excitement he would have about my elevation 

to Presiding Bishop.” Presiding Bishop Sheard had 
the blessed opportunity to consecrate to episcopal 
service Bishop William Dean, who pastors the St. 
Paul COGIC in Lexington, as the next leader of the 
Northern Mississippi Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction. 


ven though our Presiding 
Bishop has been a jurisdictional 
prelate since 2010, a member of 
the General Board since 2012, 
and Presiding Bishop since 
2021, he still participates in his 
local church’s prayer and Bible 
studies and can be seen on Facebook Live leading 
these services on Wednesday and Friday evenings. 
As a matter of fact, Lady Sheard also leads a prayer 
session and was doing so during our interview. Bishop 
Sheard asked if he could answer the door so his wife 
would not be interrupted in prayer. That’s just who our 
Presiding Bishop is: humble, approachable, spiritual 
and dedicated to a life of holiness. He would be the 
first to tell you that he is a preacher and pastor first. 
Furthermore, he faithfully served the National Church 
as the President of the International Youth Department 
(1997-2004) and International Chairman of the 
Auxiliaries In Ministry Convention (2004-2012). 


Presiding Bishop Sheard does not quickly forget 
when kindness is extended to him, evidenced in the 
manner in which he treats and respects Presiding 
Bishop Emeritus Blake. In addition, Presiding Bishop 
Sheard recounted a time when he was at a low point 
in ministry and First Assistant Presiding Bishop Jerry 
Wayne Macklin approached him and encouraged him 
to keep going and to trust God. As a matter of fact, 
Bishop Sheard said that Bishop Macklin told him, 
“stick close to me.” Those words ultimately provided 
the push that he needed to continue, and he has never 
forgotten them. He therefore had no inward debate 
or discussion as to whom would serve as his First 
Assistant Presiding Bishop. And of course, in what 
has become true Presiding Bishop Sheard fashion, 

he appointed the senior member of the General 
Board, Bishop Lawrence Wooten, Sr., as the Second 
Assistant Presiding Bishop. 
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Outside of God and his relationship with Him, 
family is very important to Presiding Bishop J. Drew 
Sheard. He married the lovely, anointed and Grammy 
Award-winner Karen Clark on June 16, 1984. They 
just celebrated 37 years of marriage. And of course, 
Bishop Sheard is the father of Gospel recording 
artist, Kierra Sheard Kelly; and Gospel recording 
producer, J. Drew II. He is the proud grandfather of 
Jacob and Kallie Drew. 


Presiding Bishop Sheard is excited about the Church’s | 
future and has a full program of services and activities | 
to enhance the life of all of our members. He is also 
excited about the growth potential of the Church and 
will have a renewed emphasis on church growth, 
outreach and development. He expects our Church 

to grow very quickly and rapidly with new ministries 
aligning with COGIC in the near future. 


s a proud son of the Church 
Of God In Christ, Presiding 
Bishop Sheard plans to lead 
us in a recommitment to the 
tenets that made us unique 
and a group to be emulated. 
As the eighth leader, most 
would emphasize “new” in reference to the number 
eight. However, Presiding Bishop would point us to 
“renew, as to not forget from where we began, but 
to appreciate it as we go to the next level in God. 
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It remains our prayer that God would continue to 
bless, lead and keep our Presiding Bishop and Chief 
Apostle, and that he would be anointed for such a 
time as this, as the capable, God-ordained leader 

of our great Church. Presiding Bishop Sheard, we 
remain excited about the future and want you to 
know that we plan to “hang in there” to see what 
great things the Lord will do through your leadership.

FOR MORE THAN THREE DEGADES, Presiding Bishop 
J. Drew Sheard has been a ministry trailblazer in the Church of 
God in Christ with a heart for ministry. While his heart for ministry 
has been evident in his leadership positions within the National 
Church, it is most evident in the local church, where he serves as the 
senior pastor of Greater Emmanuel Institutional COGIC at 19190 
Schaefer Highway in Detroit, Michigan. 


Has his ministry trailblazing experience been without challenge? 
Certainly not! Bishop Sheard has faced his share of challenges 
and opposition over the years, but his faith in God propelled 
him to persevere and move forward in ministry. Bishop Sheard’s 
pastoral leadership began in 1988 with only eight members. 
In his own words... 
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“With prayer, preaching the Word of God and service to our 
community, our congregation has grown His local church to be 
the largest COGIC congregation in the entire state of Michigan.” 


Greater Emmanuel Institutional 
COGIC (GEICOGIC) was built primarily on 
prayer, preaching, and teaching the Word 
of God. Bishop Sheard credits the church’s 
growth and ministry to following God-given 
strategies. Those strategies included being 
stewards of time by eliminating nonessentials 
during service to respect people’s time. 
Local ministries were implemented to impact 
the community and meet the natural and 
spiritual needs of people. Bishop Sheard 
became referred to as the community 
pastor because he and members walked 
the neighborhood, knocking on doors and 
praying for people; having prayer walks and 
food drives. Bishop Sheard understands the 
importance of the local church’s community 
involvement. Therefore, he built relationships 
with various groups and corporations, which 
benefit the membership and the community. 
For example, members and the community 
have received energy benefits and financial 


assistance. During the pandemic, GEI was one 
of the earliest COVID-19 testing sites because 
of Bishop Sheard’s relationship with Wayne 


State University. The pandemic magnified the 
need for community assistance, and through 
Bishop Sheard’s involvement with World 
Vision, Compassionate Care, and the State of 
Michigan, over 6,000 families received tons 
of nutritious food items. 

As a Christian Service Corporation, 
GEI’s mission is to assist individuals and 
families to accept Jesus Christ as Savior and 
Lord. GEI’s vision to enrich the physical and 
spiritual lives of individuals is being achieved 
by exhibiting genuine concern for others. The 
creation of innovative methods of ministry, 
and promotion of educational pursuits for 
every age group will ensure GEI continues 
being a “Ministry of Excellence” under the 
leadership of Presiding Bishop and Chief 
Apostle J. Drew Sheard, Eighth in Succession.

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The Whole Truth requested that Bishop Sheard reflect on the 
following five, significant questions pertaining to his personal 
stand on relevant issues affecting current society: 


YOUNG SAINTS 


TWT: How do you see your role in merging our various constituencies, 
concerning bringing the older generation and the younger generation 
together? 


PRESIDING BISHOP SHEARD: | intend to offer the younger generation 


hope in our Church. After all, we are depending on them for the continuation of the 
Church. 


The young saints have brilliant minds and fantastic ideas. It’s up to us, as leaders, to 
bridge those fantastic ideas with those of the more senior, seasoned saints, so that 
the ideas of the young are not misconstrued as being unholy. Many times, when 
our young people create something untraditional, for example, older saints may tell 
them that they cannot be saved if they’re doing that untraditional “thing.” So, we 
must somehow temper those ideas so that we are not discouraging young, brilliant 
minds who truly love the Lord. This is the only way that the younger generations 
will survive. 


At my local church, | encourage the young saints to push the envelope. | give the 
young people the opportunity to express themselves and say what they need 

to happen in order to maintain interests in ministry.As a result, we have placed 
tremendous youth who are spiritual individuals in positions of youth leadership 
within the church. The younger saints need to know that they have a collective 
voice that deserves to be heard. 


In encouraging, positively developing, and elevating our young saints to leadership 
within the Church, | believe that we are going to see something that is out of this 
world. We already have some young people in position to truly bring light. Consider 
this: if all the young people left the Church, you could have a dead church! Notice

TWT: How can we develop spiritual communities that are 
economically sound? 


PRESIDING BISHOP SHEARD: | believe that when you get spiritual,

person trying to do everything you can to help people. This includes focusing 
on both the spiritual needs and earthly needs of the community. 


At Greater Emmanuel, we have a grocery giveaway; we do things for the . 
community. During the pandemic, we have blessed the Lord’s people with 
groceries, clothes and even money. We called it a “stimulus package to the 
community.” Once people see how sincere you are about them, we you will 
begin to reap the harvest of more spiritual communities. 
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SOCIAL JUSTICE 


TWT: How could we address violence in our neighborhoods and communities? 


PRESIDING BISHOP SHEARD: The first thing we have to do is get 
out there and be a part of the community. We have been able to talk people 
out of perpetuating violence. If people feel like they are able to touch you, they 
are more apt to hear you. So when there is social injustice, the Church must 
be involved. We have to make a stand! We cannot act like being saved secludes 
us from the outside world; we have to be a part. If you are so secluded and 

so heavenly-minded that you are no earthly good, then you cannot effectuate 


change. The only way we effectuate change is to get involved and hear the 
concerns of the people. Ministry is meeting the needs of people. So if you do 
not know the people’s needs, you cannot minister to them.

TWT: How does the Church intend to address this prison 
industrial complex and reform of those that are coming out 
of prison? What do you expect us to do? 


PRESIDING BISHOP SHEARD: We have several avenues 


of prison ministry and reform, and | think it is important because it is 
a great opportunity for the Church to witness and save souls. | think 
that every church ministry should create a prison ministry, if the Lord 
lays it on your heart, to help young brothers and sisters being released 
from prison who are unable to immediately support themselves. We 
need to be able to have some type of ministry that can help them 
adjust, to begin working and successfully assimilate back into society. 
Let me say this: the Church needs to have some former sinners. If 
we have former sinners, then we can relate to present sinners. Then, 
former sinners can tell present sinners how to become former 
sinners. It’s about ministry! There are so many grants available to 
help us help those in need. Through these means, ministries can hire 
full-time employees and do ministry. TWT
